Busted crime 
ring in prison

POLICE have this week hailed a major operation to 
crack down on organised crime which led to six men 
being jailed. 

The men appeared at Northampton Crown Court on 
Monday, March 1 as part of Operation Landslide. 

Up to 200 police officers, including specialist drug 
dog handlers, economic crime and high tech crime 
investigators executed 13 warrants across 
Northampton on March 19, 2009. 

■ Carl Burgess pleaded guilty to one count of con¬ 
spiracy to supply controlled drugs, Class A, two counts 
of delivering counterfeit currency with intent and one 
count of handling stolen goods. He was sentenced to 
15 years in prison. 

■ Raymond Tauchert pleaded guilty to one count of 
conspiracy to supply controlled drugs, Class A and one 
count of handling stolen goods. He was sentenced to 
nine years in prison. 

■ Lloyd Sherlock pleaded guilty to three counts of 
conspiracy to supply controlled drugs, Class A and 
was sentenced to five years and four months in prison. 

■ Wayne Riley pleaded guilty to one count of con¬ 
spiracy to supply controlled drugs, Class A, one count 
of possessing a controlled drug, Class A and one count 
of conspiracy to handle stolen goods. He was sen¬ 
tenced to six years and four months in prison. 

■ Mark Duncan pleaded guilty to one count of con¬ 
spiracy to supply controlled drugs, Class A and one 
count of conspiracy to handle stolen goods. He was 
sentenced to five years in prison. 

■ Delroy Raymond pleaded guilty to one count of 
conspiracy to supply controlled drugs, Class A and 
was sentenced to four years in prison. 


Detective Chief Inspector Tricia Kirk, from the force’s 
Organised Crime Unit, said: “We have seen members 
of a highly organised network of criminals sentenced 
for countless offences including dealing in Class A 
drugs, theft, handling stolen goods and delivering 
counterfeit currency. 

“Their convictions are a culmination of two years 
work by our Organised Crime Unit and the fact they 
pleaded guilty is a testament to the high quality evi¬ 
dence we were able to collate in the run-up to their 
arrests. 

“This was a major investigation for us and involved a 
variety of tactics, including the use of covert evidence 
gathering tactics that were able to provide us with 
indisputable evidence. 

“Due to the nature of the offences and the personal¬ 
ities involved it was necessary for the first part of the 
operation to be kept highly confidential and I must 
pay credit to those officers involved in what has been 
a complicated and at times difficult investigation. 

“These are not victimless crimes, businesses have 
had property stolen and honest members of the pub¬ 
lic who innocently brought items from people they 
trusted and believed to be genuine sellers inadvertent¬ 
ly brought those stolen items. 

“Our message is clear - we are determined to tackle 
criminals involved in this type of organised crime.” 

Former Detective Superintendent Charles Moffat, 
who was also involved in the investigation, added: 
“These substantial sentences should serve as a signif¬ 
icant deterrent to those who choose to be involved in 
organised crime. 

“I am proud of the work that was displayed by the 
entire investigation team and Crown Prosecution 
Service that provided the strength of evidence that led 
to the defendants pleading guilty.”

MP and council to 
discuss the centre

A DEBATE between councillors 
and MP Brian Binley will go 
ahead later this month follow¬ 
ing his comments regarding the 
town centre. 

A motion put forward by the 
Liberal Democrats at 
Northampton Borough Council 
on Monday initially suggested a 
planning brief be sent to Mr 
Binley, but Conservative leader 
Cllr David Palethorpe offered an 
amendment to hold a public 
meeting with the MP. 

In his programme notes for the 
Saints vs Leicester Tigers game in 
early February, Mr Binley 
claimed that the borough coun¬ 
cil had ‘driven local people out of 
the town centre through high 
parking charges, double yellow 
lines, ring roads and, more 
recently, a traffic management 
system which confuses so many 
people who drive around the 
town.’ 

Councillors agreed that a meet¬ 
ing should be organised with Mr 
Binley to discuss the comments. 

Cllr Richard Church, planning 
and regeneration spokesman, 
said: “I have written to Mr Binley 



to invite him to attend a public 
meeting in the Great Hall to 
debate the important planning 
and regeneration issues facing 
our town. 

“There are serious differences 
between the Conservatives’ and 
the Liberal Democrats’ policies 
and they must now be debated 
for the good of the town. 


“I welcome the opportunity of 
debating the issues fully and 
frankly with Mr Binley.” 

Cllr Palethorpe said: 
“Development is an issue that 
will affect Northampton for gen¬ 
erations to come, and I am glad 
the administration has given in 
to pressure and will at last face 
the public over their controver¬ 
sial policy. 

“Their ‘town centre first’ policy 
is turning away inward invest¬ 
ment at a time when unemploy¬ 
ment has risen by over 50 per 
cent in the last twelve months. 
Any other council would wel¬ 
come investment with open 
arms.” 

In response, Mr Binley, pic¬ 
tured, said: “I would be delighted 
to meet with them and have a 
debate about the future of the 
town centre. 

“Of course the town centre is 
very important, but it should not 
be ring-fenced to the detriment 
of the rest of the town. 

“It seems that the borough 
council does not understand 
what it has done, through vari¬ 
ous administrations over the 
years, to the town centre, 
through decisions that seemed 
right at the time.”

He also cycles to and from 
meetings, gets the train to work 
and arranges the car shares. 

Mr Lewin grows his own veg¬ 
etables and buys Fairtrade goods 
and local produce. Last week 
Paul was presented with a prize, 
certificate and a Daily Bread 
goody bag by Cllr Trini Crake and 
iohn Clarke from the Daily Bread 
Co-operative Ltd. 

Cllr Trini Crake said: “The bor¬ 
ough council recently signed up 
to the 10:10 initiative, which 
encourages businesses and resi¬ 
dents to save energy but, like all 
great ideas, we have to practice 
what we preach. It makes me 


extremely happy when a large 
number of staff are nominated to 
be our next eco-champion and 
I’m very proud that so many bor¬ 
ough council employees show 
dedication to the environment 


whilst at work and at home.” 
Northampton Borough Council 
is working towards a 35 per cent 
reduction in carbon emissions 
by 2012 through its Carbon 
Management Programme.

Police pilot scheme 
to protect children

A NEW scheme aiming to protect 
children from child sex offend¬ 
ers will be piloted in Northamp¬ 
tonshire from August. 

From the summer, parents, 
guardians and carers will be able 
to contact police to ask whether a 
named person who has contact 
with children has any convictions 
for child sex offences. 

Northamptonshire Police 
announced they would be taking 
part in the next phase of the dis¬ 
closure pilot yesterday. 

The pilot is trialling a process 
where members of the public can 
register their child protection 
interest in a named individual. 

Where this individual has con¬ 
victions for child sex offences and 
is considered a risk, there will be 


a presumption that this informa¬ 
tion will be disclosed to the rele¬ 
vant member of the public. 

Superintendent Tina Wetherall- 
Pegley, head of Public Protection, 
Protective Services Command, 
said: “We volunteered to be part 
of the second phase of this pilot 
as we believe it is a positive step 
forward and a good opportunity 
to help parents, carers or 
guardians feel more secure about 
any people they may have con¬ 
cerns about. 

“We are committed to safe¬ 
guarding children and hope this 
scheme will increase people’s 
trust and confidence that we are 
here to listen to their concerns 
and protect the welfare of their 
children. 

“The pilot allows members of 
the public to contact us and ask if 
a certain individual has convic¬ 
tions for child sex offences. 


“If this is the case we will dis¬ 
close that information as well as 
provide further information and 
support to the person who made 
the request. 

“Further action will also be 
taken if we learn that a person 
who is not permitted to have con¬ 
tact with children is doing so. 

“The trial is not set to start in 
Northamptonshire until August 
while we put the necessary pro¬ 
cedures in place to be able to 
manage requests.” 

Members of the public can 
request a disclosure even when 
they have no concerns. 

A police spokeswoman said: 
“Registered sex offenders are 
already monitored and visited 
regularly, and by August will all 
have been visited, informed that 
we are now part of the scheme 
and had how it works explained 
to them. 


More than £94,000 awarded to groups 


THERE will be fun on the water as a sea cadet team 
and a canoeing club are among the groups awarded 
cash grants. 

The money has been handed out from West 
Northamptonshire Development Corporation’s 
Stronger Communities Fund. 

Eleven groups have been given cash from the fund, 
totalling £94,513. 

Northampton and Wellingborough Sea Cadets 
were awarded £7,000 to buy canoeing and kayaking 
equipment to develop paddlesport activities and 
Northampton Canoe and Kayak Club was given 
£10,000 to purchase and upgrade equipment to pro¬ 
vide a wider range of boats and more coaching 
courses. 

Northampton and Wellingborough Sea Cadets’ 
civilian instructor Chris Whittingham said: “The 
skills gained by these individuals will add to their 
portfolio of water-based skills currently gained 
through sailing, power-boating and pulling. As a 
result their individual self-confidence will be 


enhanced and they will gain further skills that may 
be utilised in future employment roles.” 

Northampton Canoe and Kayak Club’s club mark 
and child protection officer, Jim McCarthy said: 
“Among other things, the grant will enable us to pur¬ 
chase and upgrade our equipment to provide a 
wider range of boats. This will offer local people as 
well as club members the chance to experience a 
range of different canoes and kayaks.” 

The Stronger Communities Fund project was 
established in September 2008 with an allocation of 
£750, 000 capital funding over three years to support 
the increased engagement of community and vol¬ 
untary groups in sports and culture across west 
Northamptonshire.

Each Shelterbox is an easily transportable, durable plas¬ 
tic box which contains a custom-designed ten person tent, 
waterproof groundmats, thermal fleece blankets, water 
purifying equipment, stove and cooking equipment, 
waterproof ponchos, mosquito nets, toolkit and children’s 
activity pack. The first boxes to arrive in Port au Prince 
were set up as emergency field hospitals, immediately sav¬ 
ing lives and providing vital shelter to those most in need. 

Thanks to Virgin Altantic and Sir Richard Branson, a fur¬ 
ther 1,500 Shelterboxes, the first of a large-scale delivery to 
Port au Prince, was made possible. 

Next to be set up were 100 tents to care for newborn 
babies and pregnant women. 

As time has passed the need for urgent shelter has grown. 
Three plane loads of Shelterboxes have been further 
despatched and arrived in Haiti, taking the total number of 
boxes sent from Shelterboxes HQ in Cornwall to more than 
8,000. Providing we have the funds, even more Shelterbox 
aid will be commited to Haiti, to meet the need of the onset 
of the fast approaching rainy season. 

Not only do Rotarians make Shelterboxes possible, they 
form part of the Shelterbox Response Teams, who are 
deployed to disaster areas to deliver the Shelterbox aid 
directly to the people who most need it. 

I can report that the first SRT has been deployed to Chile, 
where Shelterbox aid will again be despatched, subject to 
the funds being available.

Doubters object to 
shutting busy road

LATE night road closures are 
preventing access to the town 
centre and pandering to yob- 
bish behaviour according to 
objectors. 

Bridge Street has been closed to 
traffic on Friday and Saturday 
nights since December, in a trial 
by the Safer Stronger 
Northampton Partnership, to 
increase the safety of revellers. 

The road is home to many 
clubs and bars open into the 
night and closes to cars between 
10pm and 4am. 

Flowever, some objectors 


believe that by closing the road, 
the Partnership is limiting how 
people can use the town centre. 

Mohammed Ahmin, manager 
of the Royal Bengal restaurant on 
Bridge Street, said: “I feel as 
though I have had something 
taken away from me with these 
road closures. 

“I think the street should 
remain open all of the time. 

“We are one of the few busi¬ 
nesses on the street that wel¬ 
come three generations of peo¬ 
ple in but we cannot let them 
park outside so they have to 
walk.” 

Colin Richardson said: “I think 
it is the dumbing down of the 


town centre. The idea of this clo¬ 
sure was that it was easier to 
police the area, which is a prob¬ 
lem. To get into the town centre, 
there needs to be concessions 
made and this is just not plausi¬ 
ble.” 

Northampton Community 
Safety Sergeant Mark 
Worthington said: “Last time we 
held a meeting, we were told that 
the closing time of 8pm was too 
early and that 10pm would be 
more suitable. 

“We also moved the barriers to 
cater for a drop-off point. We 
hold these meetings to get the 
opinions of people and we try to 
take these points on board.” 


Scheme to help support people out of work 


A NEW project which will give 
employment support and train¬ 
ing to unemployed people 
launched this week in 
Thorplands. 

The Safer Stronger 
Northampton Partnership joined 
forces with the fobMAETs 
scheme to work with jobseekers 
to give them the skills and the 
tactics to find employment. 

fobMAETs (Multi Agency 
Employment Teams) is a com¬ 
munity based scheme which 
aims to reach some of the most 
disadvantaged members of the 
community. 

The scheme provides specialist 
advisors who offer guidance to 
help people on their way to 
employment. 


The advisors offer support with 
issues like childcare, training and 
financial matters to help people 
overcome their barriers to find¬ 
ing work and continue to sup¬ 
port them once they are in 
employment. 

lobMAETs advisors, from 
national training provider 
Intraining, will be based in the 
Thorplands Community Shop 
each Wednesday between 
9.30am and 4.30pm. 

Support is available to anyone 
over the age of 18, regardless of 
how long they have been out of 
work. Part-time workers seeking 
full-time employment are also 
welcome to use the service. 

The scheme has been funded 
by the Safer Stronger 


Northampton Partnership, 
which is made up of 
Northampton Borough Council, 
Northamptonshire Police, 
Northamptonshire County 
Council, Northampton Fire and 
Rescue, the Probation Service 
and other partners. 

Speaking on behalf of the 
Partnership, Cllr Paul Varnsverry, 
portfolio holder for community 
engagement at the borough 
council said: “These are tough 
times and we know how difficult 
it can be for some people to find 
work. 

“This scheme will help them 
overcome the barriers and pro¬ 
vide practical help in making 
that next step to finding employ¬ 
ment.”

EXTRA cash has been pumped 
into the county council’s budget. 

The money includes £2m to be 
spent on roads, Elm into health 
and social services, Elm into the 
Dignity in Care programme and 
£1.5m into a transformational 
review of children in care 
funding. 

The county council’s share of 
the council tax will rise by 3.5 
per cent. 

In recommending this budget 
to the full council, cabinet 
member for finance, Cllr Bill 
Parker said: “The financial press¬ 
ure this council faces is not just 
for 2010/11 but for the next 
four/five years. 


“The public sector will also 
have to deal with the recession. 

“We are constantly arguing 
Northamptonshire County 
Council is under funded by this 
Government through the 
Comprehensive Spending 
Assessment. 

“It is vital we continue to lobby 
Government that this county is 
treated unfairly. 

“Since we delivered our first 
budget we have always 
contended the Government has 
diverted funding away from 
Northamptonshire despite it 
being one of the fastest growing 
counties. Northamptonshire 
County Council faces tough 


decisions as we plan for the 
future. 

“Spending taxpayer’s money is 
the most important 
responsibility we have as county 
councillors. 

“The realistic fact is we are 
expected to do more with less.” 

This was a sentiment echoed 
by Cllr Ben Smith who said: “We 
are being starved of cash (by the 
Government). 

“We are below the average and 
the lowest in the East Midlands. 

“If the Government won’t give 
us enough money we have to put 
the council tax up to 3.5 per 
cent.

Service aims to 
stop kids from 
being expelled

A MAJOR overhaul of services 
is being proposed to deal 
with teenagers at risk of 
being expelled from school. 

The proposals at North¬ 
amptonshire County Council 
aim to build on Government 
initiatives to give schools a 
greater role in delivering serv¬ 
ices to these students through 
attendance and behaviour 
partnerships. 

Currently the council, sup¬ 
ported by investment from 
schools, operates the 
Springboard initiative for 14- 
16-year-olds. 

Plans to transform the exist¬ 
ing system were intended to 
be developed through the 
council’s wider review of spe¬ 
cial educational needs provi¬ 
sion, which is currently 
underway. However, recent 
concerns expressed by Ofsted 
and questions about value for 
money achieved by Spring¬ 
board have led the council to 
fast-track the change. 

A report will be presented to 
the cabinet on March 9. The 
report recommends that 
those elements of the unit 


focused on supporting young 
people with behavioural and 
emotional challenges should 
be delegated to schools, with 
funding being transferred 
from the council to existing 
school partnerships who 
would then work together to 
design provision relevant to 
their own circumstances. 

Cllr Andrew Grant, cabinet 
member for children and 
young people, said: “The 
pupil referral unit provides a 
very high standard of support 
for the young people attend¬ 
ing the service and we know 
that it is valued by its students 
and their families for that rea¬ 
son. However, the needs of 
our young people in the 21st 
century are such that we need 
a modernised offer that 
enables them to develop skills 
that will help them to gain 
employment in the modern 
economy.

Abbey days 
if rent plan 
goes ahead

THE Friends of Delapre 
Abbey were set to be given a 
helping hand last night to 
reduce their rent. 

Northampton Borough 
Council’s cabinet considered 
offering a concessionary rent 
to the Friends of Delapre 
Abbey (FoDA) for their use of 
part of the building at its 
meeting last night. 

FoDA currently occupy part 
of the building on what is 
known as a ‘tenancy at will’, 
which means they do not 
have security in their lease 
for the rooms they use. 

Cabinet’s authority is need¬ 
ed to authorise council offi¬ 
cers to enter into a lease with 
the Friends, provided that 
the terms of the lease can be 
agreed. 

The draft lease under dis¬ 
cussion was based on a 
reduced rent, recognising 
FoDA’s charitable objectives. 

Before this concessionary 
rent can be offered however, 
FoDA must satisfy NBC that 
its governance arrange¬ 
ments, as contained in its 
Governing Document, are of 
the highest standard and in 


line with best practice for 
charitable organisations. 
Speaking ahead of the meet¬ 
ing, Cllr David Perkins, the 
council’s finance portfolio 
holder, said: “It’s important 
to remember that the council 
is the custodian of the Abbey 
which, as a Grade II listed 
building, is hugely important 
to the town’s heritage and 
enjoyed by visitors from far 
and wide. We want to see a 
vibrant Friends group that is 
contributing to the preserva¬ 
tion and improvements to 
the Abbey and its grounds. 

“We are happy to support 
FoDA and the cabinet will 
consider a subsidised lease 
but in return, we are expect¬ 
ing them to meet certain 
conditions which we believe 
will give not only the council, 
but also the general public, 
the confidence that they are 
operating to the highest 
standards expected of a char¬ 
ity seeking support from the 
public.” 

The restoration of the 
Abbey will require substan¬ 
tial funds, which the council 
will seek to find from all 
available sources and oppor¬ 
tunities that would benefit 
the people of Northampton.

IN 2004 West Northamptonshire 
Development Corporation 
was created to oversee develop¬ 
ments planned in 
Northampton, Daventry and 
Towcester after the Government 
picked these parts as ‘flagship' 
growth areas. 

Following a review earlier this 
year, it has been given the green 
light to continue what it has 
started and work on the major 
proposals planned for these 
towns for the next five years. 

Funded by Central Government 
its role is to bring new homes, 
developments, jobs and infra¬ 
structure to the parts it serves. 

Projects WNDC has worked and 
is working on are the Sandy Lane 
Relief Road, improving Castle 
Station, the public realm works 
around Northampton’s Gold 
Street, the Becket’s Park Marina, 
the Moat Lane project in 
Towcester and a number of 
works in Daventry to name 
but a few. 

John Markham is the corpora¬ 
tion’s chairman. He said: “A lot of 
people do get confused with our 
role and a lot of it relates to 
planning. 

“Our key role is to make a dif¬ 
ference to the towns.” 

Peter Mawson, chief executive, 
added: “The confusion is not 
only over what are our planning 
powers, we do development con¬ 
trol which is responding to plan¬ 
ning applications which come 
forward. 

“Primarily that should be for 
the big projects in Northampton, 


IT was only five years ago when West Northamptonshire 
Development Corporation came into being to work on 
major schemes in the Northampton, Daventry and 
Towcester areas as well as giving funding to community 
projects and creating the infrastructure to support what’s 
been happening. JULIE FISHER caught up with two of the 
corporation’s officials to find out about its work. 


Daventry and Towcester. We 
work with the councils, with our 
resources, money and expertise 
to make projects happen.” 

Another part of WNDC’s work is 
to support the many community 
groups which operate in its area. 

The stronger communities fund 
awards money to these bodies to 
enable them to achieve their 
aims. 

Mr Mawson said: “A key issue 
for managing development and 
growth is to provide the infra¬ 
structure. 

“We see ourselves as the agency 
which delivers projects on behalf 
of others. 

“We also try to help bring sup¬ 
port into the community. We 
provide funding through our 
stronger communities fund. Any 
community group can apply for 
funding.” 

Mr Markham added: “We’ve got 
massive regeneration schemes 
which will benefit all of North¬ 
ampton and the groups have an 
impact on the community in 
which these grants are given.” 

Part of WNDC’s role is to create 
employment opportunities and 
one of its successful schemes is 



Construction Futures which 
helps young people looking to 
get into the building industry 
get the training they need. 

Mr Mawson said: “Construction 
Futures we have developed with 
Northamptonshire Enterprise 
Limited, Moulton College and 
ConstructionSkills to use some 
of the funds we can source from 
developers to provide the oppor¬ 
tunity for those who want to 
learn anything to do with the 
construction world. 

“It’s a model which is now 
being looked at in the country. 

“The great thing about it is it’s 
generally using funds which 
otherwise would not be sourced 
for this to create employment 
skills training. It’s a great exam¬ 
ple of partnerships.” 

The Moat Lane project in 
Towcester has proved to be a 
real talking point. 

On its completion it will pro¬ 
vide a mixed use development of 
business premises and homes. 

Only recently, South 
Northamptonshire Council 
agreed to move from its current 
Springfields home to the site. 

Mr Mawson said: “That com-

mitment is something the dis¬ 
trict council has given.

“I think it will be a positive 
benefit on the Moat Lane 
scheme.

Daisy Dares You to 
listen to her music 


Pop sensation in the making, Daisy Dares You, is 
launching her music career and is heading to a 
Northants library to get up close and personal 
with her fans. LAWRENCE JOHN spoke to her 


A DIARY of personal experiences 
is the best way to sum up Daisy 
Dares You’s debut album which 
is released in May. 

Rush is this 16-year-old’s story 
of growing up. 

Dubbed 'the future pop sensa¬ 
tion’ by the music media, Daisy - 
(real name Daisy Coburn) - takes 
a more pragmatic view. 

The teenager feels a lot had 
happened to her in a short space 
of time and while many could 
think she has a well defined plan 
she is, in fact, taking every day as 
it comes. 

Such as next week when, on 
Tuesday, she will find herself at 
Wootton Fields Library on 
Tuesday. This is part of what is 
being called the Daisy Dares 
You/Get It Loud library tour and 
one which will give her fans a 
chance to see this new star shine. 

The teenager has caused a sen¬ 
sation in the music industry and 
she only released her debut sin¬ 
gle Number One Enemy on 
Monday. Her fame spread due to 


the songs she put on MySpace 
and she feels she is still learning, 
musically. She said: “I am still 
finding my feet; I am still growing 
up and writing more stuff. 

“I still don’t know where it will 
go. Where will I be in ten years? I 
don’t know.” 

Daisy’s father was in a band and 
her mother was a backing singer 
so it seemed natural for her to 
discover her own musical path. 

The first song she wrote was 
called Hurt and was written when 
she was 13. 

She explained her songs are 
either written using a piano, 
which she was taught to play by 
her dad when she was seven, or 
guitar. The music comes before 
the words. 

She said: “I sometimes write 
about stuff that has happened to 
me. I have written stuff about 
being young and my thoughts 
when I was younger. When I 
started it was about discovering I 
could write songs about friends 
or family and offering my percep¬ 



tion of what I think about life.” 
While some people focus on how 
young she is, Daisy doesn’t even 
think about it. 

For her it is about the moment 
and about having the opportuni¬ 
ty to create music. 

This is perhaps best encapsu¬ 
lated when she talks with pride 
about her debut album Rush. 

She said: “I want people to see 
how honest I have been with this 
album. I have been writing the 
album for two to three years. 

“The album is about me and I 
do not want it to be dismissed.”

THEATRE REVIEW 

CHITTY CHITTY BANG BANG _ 

Milton Keynes Theatre 

Runs until March 13 

I HAVE been watching the film version 
of Chitty Chitty Bang Bang a lot again 
lately through the eyes of my seven- 
year-old daughter who loves it. 

With shows like this one in Milton 
Keynes there is a danger you are con¬ 
stantly drawn back to the iconic 
moments from the movie and you judge 
accordingly. 

But such is the passion of the actors 
matched by some excellent scenery, this 
show doesn’t give you the chance. 

While true to the film it brings a fresh¬ 
ness all of its own. There are the classic 
singalong songs but there are also some 
new clever touches and songs through¬ 


out. Darren Bennett plays the lead role 
as loveable inventor Caractacus Potts 
with a smile and a swagger of an actor 
clearly loving his chance to perform this 
musical, while Katie Ray was note per¬ 
fect as Truly Scrumptious. Kim Ismay 
was excellent as Baroness Bomburst, 
particularly her asides to the audience. 

John Griffiths occupied the hot seat - 
or rather toilet seat - as Grandpa Potts. 
A strong performance which saluted to 
the genius of the late great Lionel 
Jeffries. Then HE appeared. It was only 
the briefest of glimpses before the close 
of act one but it was enough to trigger a 
reaction in the darkest place of my 
mind. Suddenly I was eight years old 
again and there in all his twisted 
majesty was The Childcatcher. 

For me Sir Robert Helpman’s perform¬ 
ance in the 1968 film will never be sur¬ 
passed, but Dean Maynard does well to 


bring one of the stage and screen’s scari¬ 
est villains alive. 

One noticeable character extension or 
extensions from the film are the parts of 
Boris and Goran, the Vulgarian spies, 
played superbly by Richard Ashton and 
Nigel Garton. Their comedy moments 
were pure panto, packed with innuendo 
and slapstick, a real treat and an obvi¬ 
ous favourite with the audience. 

But the real star of the show, has to be 
reserved for Chitty herself. I never 
thought the sight of seeing a car fly 
would make me smile so much. 

The moment when she takes off has to 
be seen to be believed. It is a technical 
triumph and I defy anyone to work out 
how they are doing it - it is that good. 

Chitty is pure escapist fantasy. If you 
do one thing this month try and see 
Chitty as it will put a smile on your face.

PHIL Dowson is enjoying his run as 
stand-in skipper of Northampton 
Saints and says he has no problems 
stepping in as and when required. 

The former Newcastle Falcons cap¬ 
tain picked up his second consecutive 
man-of-the-match award in the 19-3 
win at home to Leicester Tigers on 
Saturday, as well as grabbing the 
game’s only try. 

And Dowson is more than happy to 
continue to lead the side while Dylan 
Hartley is away on England duty as 
the squad make the job easier due to 
a strong mentality 

He said: “From a personal point of 
view it’s very easy to captain the side. 
All the guys are ambitious, all the 
guys are up for it and determined, 
and after last week they were champ¬ 
ing at the bit to get the game under¬ 
way. 

“The mindset was based on a poor 
defeat at Harlequins, where we 
played badly. Our mindset was to put 
a performance together against a 
very good Leicester side.

Myler believes that the victory saw 
Northampton show their true poten¬ 
tial and knows that they will need 
more results like that if they are to 
reach the Premiership final at Twick¬ 
enham.
